An Encouraging Feature of the Situa- 
tion Is the Fall of the 
Missouri. 


The following changes in the rivers (in 
feet and tenths) have occurred: 

Risen—St. Louis, 1.5; Helena, Ark., 0.3; 
Arkansas City, 0.4; New Orleans, 0.2. 

They are above the danger line and rising 
at Cairo, 11.6; Helena, Ark., 1.0; Vicks- 
burg, 6.9; Arkansas City, 9.4. 

Above the danger line and falling—Mem- 
phis, 3.4. 

New Orleans at danger line and rising. 

The river at St. Louis will reach about 
23.5 feet by Sunday morning, and will then 
remain nearly stationary for a day or two. 

The Missouri will fall, and the Upper 
Mississippi will continue to rise, a stage 
of 14.6 feet being indicated at Hannibal 
Sunday morning and 18 feet at Grafton 
Monday morning. 


QUINCY, Ill, March 27.—The Mississippi 
River continues to rise here. The water has 
risen seven inches and the gauge now 
shows fourteen feet above the low water 
mark. With the bottoms all under water, 
the river is seven miles wide, and thou- 
sands of acres of land are su®merged. Peéo- 
ple have been driven from their homes to 
the hills, and those who have stayed in their 
houses are living in the upper stories, and 
are compelled to use boats instead of wag- 
ons. 

On what is known as Lone Tree Prairie, 
between here and the town of La Grange, 
the only land in sight for four miles in any 

a direction, is the narrow embankment of 
the St..Louls, Keokuk & Northwestern 
Railroad. The water is almost up to the 
ties, and from the river channel a mile away 
the trains look like some new steamboat 
plowing through the water. The flood cur- 
rent is extremely swift and the wild rush 
of muddy waters is carrying down all kinds 
of debris washed out from above—logs, 
pieces of wrecked houses, sections of fences 
and the dead bodies of stock.

- CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March #7.— 
The river rose one-tenth of an inch in the 
Jast twenty-four hours here, the decline so 
confidently expected having failed to ma- 
terialize. The weather is spring-like. 

The crevasse immediately south of here 
is now three-eighths of a mile wide and 
pouring as great a volume of water into the 
county as the Mississippi carries at the 
ordinary stage. Work on the levee has al. 
most ceased, but the levee north of here to 
Point Pleasant is being guarded day and 
might. The low reach of levee above wil] 
hold back from four to six inches of water. 
If it should come higher it will be almost 
impossible to raise the levee another inch, 
for the water from the break below has 
flowed in behind until it is impossible to 
obtain earth except from the back part oe 
the levee itself. 

The loss of stock has been unprecedented. 
Men who have been through the over-flowed 
district report that the dead carcasses of 
hogs and cattle are to be seen everywhere, 
People who have been driven out by the 
flood are still coming in every day. If this 
town were to imitate Chicago and take a 
census of the strangers within our gates it 
would rank high as a city of the third 
class.

HURT SO BADLY SHE HAD TO GO 


TO THE HOSPITAL. 


HER LITTLE SON SHOT AT. 


Judge Peabody Fined a Poor Widow 
After Watchman Sayres Beat’ 
Her Brutally. 


Private Watchman Sayers arrested Mrs. 
Maggie Silver Friday night in the Wiggins 
Ferry yards at the foot of Rutger street, 
for stealing coal. 

In the First District Police Court Satur- 
day morning, when Mrs. Silver was tried 
for trespass, it was shown that Sayers, 
after arresting the woman, brutally beat 
and kicked her, wrenched her arms and 
choked her, winding up his exhibition of 
brutality by shooting at her 12-year-old 
son, who attempted to defend his mother. 

Mrs. Silver is a pleasant-faced, mild- 
mannered little woman, whose appearance 
indicates the hard struggle,she is waging 
with the world. She lives at 607 Rutger 


street and works in the Drummond To- 
bacco Company’s plant when there is 
work for her. 

Friday she had no work, and as there 
was no fuel in the house she and her boy 
Harry went down to the yards to pick up 
coal. One of the private watchmen had 
given her Pra to pick up what coal 
she needed, provided she did not take it 
from the cars. 

She had partly filled her sack Friday when 
Watchman Sayers ordered her out of the 
yards. She started to parley with him, 
and he knocked her down. He then kicked 
her repeatedly despite her cries and shrieks 
for mercy. The assault was witnessed by 
a number of persons, and in a few moments 
a crowd of angry and excited men gathered 
and called on him to desist. Sayres drew 
his revolver, and with an oath threatened 
to shoot the first man who interfered. 

An old gray-haired man grabbed a stake 
and advanced upon Sayers, threatening to 
brain him if he did not relinquish the wo- 
man. Sayers leveled his revolver at the 
old man and compelled him to drop the 
stake. 

The woman had struggled to her feet and 
attempted to get away. Sayers, infuriated 
to the pitch of madness, seized her about the 
throat and choked her. He then grabbed 
her arm in.-both his hands and wrenched 
it so severely that the unfortunate woman 
shrieked in agony and sank to the ground. 
Her little son Harry, rendered frantic by 
his mother’s cries, pluckily seized a coupling 
in and ran up to Sayers, threatening in 
1is childish treble to strike him if he did not 
release His mamma. Sayers, blind with 
rage, lost his reason, and, leveling his re- 
volver at the child, shot at him. The reck- 
less display of the pistol by the _ excited 
watchman intimidated the bystanders, and 
Sayers was allowed to drag his prisoner un- 
molested to the station, 

A charge of trespass was placed against 
her and she was locked up. Later in the 
evening she complained of being seriously 
ill, and she was sent to the City Hospital. 


There it was discovered that she had been 


severely injured, her arms, side and up- 
per portion of the body being covered with 
bruises. She was able to be in the Police 
Court Saturday morniny for trial.

The police have discovered here another 
gang of swindlers as audacious as the one 
which last year forged the signature of 
Hildago & Co. of Havana on a draft on 
August Belnmfont & Co. of New York City, 
after having swindled several other foreign 
bankers with correspondents in Cuba. 

The two principals of the last gang, now 
under arrest, are Spaniards, Sebastian Ber- 
nal Alonzo and Antonio Marti Herrera, 
both of Valencia.

| FISH TRUST. 


A Gigantic Combine Intended to Con- 
trol the Supply Frem the 
Great Lakes. am 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—A combination 
is said to be on the point of completion be- 
tween dealers in the product of the fresh 
water fisheries in the United States and 
Canada, which will practically control the 
supply. It is backed largely by English cap- 
ital. 

Edwin Corbin, a Detroit and Chicago law- 
yer now here, who has advised the inter- 
ests concerned, admitted that the fish trust 
was about to be formed. 

“The object,”” he said, “is not to put up 
the price unreasonably, but to save the food 
fish of the lakes from destruction. White 
fish have been practically exterminated in 
Lake Erie and Lake Huron. 

“The combination will control the hand- 
ling of 150,000,000 pounds of fish a year, or 


8 per cent of the total catch. It will be 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey 
or West Virginia, with some such title as 
‘The American Fishing and Trading Com- 
pany.’ ” 

The capital stock will be $5,000,000. A large 
part of it will be taken by ye investors. 

The salmon fisheries of the Northwest are 
not yet ready to enter, but that may come 
later.

MR. RICHARDSON’S WARNING. 


What the American People Will Do to 
the Republican Party “Will 
Be a Plenty.” 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Despite the 
admonition of Mr. Dingley just before the 
House adjourned yesterday to the Repub- 
li¢an members to be on hand promptly at 
19 o'clock this morning to prevent possible 
delays from the lack of a quorum, there 
were only fifty-one members present when 
the House met to-day.

AUTONOMY IS NOT WANTED. 


A Report That Germany Has Given 
Notice of Her Withdrawal 
From the Concert. 


LONDON, March 27.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Canea says there is no doubt 
that the Christians have attacked the 
Turks, because driven to desperation by 
the blockade. A similar protest against 
European partiality for the Turks is prob- 
the whole insurgent line. 
Throughout the island the Mohammedans 
think they may do what they like now, 
because they have European backing. In 
all directions they are pillaging and burn- 
ing the property of Christians. 


The Times correspondent at Salonica says 
that a Turkish merchant-man has arrived 
there with torpedoes, which are being laid 
across the harbor. 

The Athens correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle says: 

“It is madness for the Powers to suppose 
that Greece, in order to form a neutral 
zone, will withdraw 60,000 eager troops to 
a region without barracks, stores or mill- 
tary base of any kind, and there rest 
calmly while the powers work out their 
pleasure in Crete.”’ 

A dispatch to the Daily News . from 
Vienna says: The Austrian Foreign Office 
has proposed to extend the blockade along 
the entire Greek coast with specia! strin- 
gency at the Piraeus and the Gulfs of 
Volo, Corinth and Artha. England, hav- 
ing abandoned the condition that Turkey 
and Greece must be asked to withdraw 
their troops from the Thessalian frontier 
before the blockade is extended to the 
Gulf of Volo, will be content, it is as- 
sumed by the Austridn Foreign Office, if 
the aduaieais arrange the blockade s0 as 
to spare the susceptibilities of certain 
powers. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Rome 
says that the powers have decided not to 
consult Greece on the details of autonomy 
for Crete. Instructions have been sent to 
the Admirals, giving them full power to 
extend he blockade to Greek ports if they 
deem it necessary. 


CANEA, March 27.—The fighting continued 
until late yesterday, and at Nerokuru, half 
way to Malaxa. The fort at Perivolia has 
been destroyed.

The massacre was 
averted by the agent of the Austrian Lloyd 
Steamship Co., who gave warning. to the au- 
thorities. 


LONDON, March 27.—An important dis- 
cussion took place in the House of Com- 
mons during the consideration of the For- 
eign Office estimates. 

fohn Morley, in the absence of the Lib- 
eral leader, Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
criticised at length and with great vigor 
the action of the powers in the Greece-Cre- 
tan affair, and invited the government to 
take the country into its confidence by a 
clear definition of policy. He said that au- 
tonomy was a mere phrase, because the 
Porte reserved: the power to discuss. its 
form and its detail. It had been admitted 
by Lord Salisbury that the eventual out- 
come would probably be the annexation of 
Crete to Greece, yet, in spite of this ad- 
mission, Great Britain assisted the powers 
in the blockade. In this way Great Britain 
was made to pursue a policy opposed to the 
real convictions of the government and 
against the sympathy and the convictions 
of the English people. How could auiono- 
my, he asked, be worked out without the 
co-operat'on of the Cretans? Who was to 
be the Governor of the island? Not a Turk, 
surely. That would be too great a scandal. 
If the Governor was to be a Greek, then 
why not have annexation at once, without 
making two bites of the cherry? 

Mr. Balfour, replying, said that the Pow- 
ers had taken the scheme of autonomy in 
hand, and would not be bound by the voice 
of any but themselves. He said Mr. Morley 
ought not to have made such a speech, an‘ 
that Parliament ought not to continue tne 
discussion. The Cretan question was only a 
sragment of the policy of the great Powers 
in Fastern Europe. 

“We have already had,” he continued, 
“three inconclusive discussions. Don’t let 
us have a fourth. Let us have the matter 
out in the proper way. If the opposition 
considers that the policy of the Government 
is opposed to the wishes of the country, the 
proper course is to move a vote of censure, 
Until that is done, we snall certainly op- 
pose all endeavors to hamper the action of 
the Government. Let the opposition screw 
its courage up to that point or abandon the 
practice of nightly criticising small por- 
tions of our policy.”’

ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., March 27.—The 
Amos Bayou levee gave way Wednesday 
night about midnight for a distance of 
about 70 feet. No danger of an overflow is 
apprehended, as it Is not a main line levee. 
It was built since 1898 to prevent extreme 
high waters from running around the main 
line. Men and material will soon close the 
break. 

By the Kate Adams it is learned that the 
levees on the Mississippi side above here are 
in a precarious condition in a number of 
places. Labor and material, however, are 
plentiful, and the contest is carried on 
everywhere with a determination to win. 
The river is one foot above extreme high 
water. It is believed that it will come 
to a stand here by Sunday from the fall in 
the Arkansas and White R‘ve s. and thata 
slight fall will occur here next week. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 27.—The con- 
dition of the river here grows more alarm- 
ing. The fight ts now in the Lower Missis- 
sippi levee district, in control of Maj. Star- 
ling, and in the Fifth Louisiana levee dis- 
trict. The Longwood levee, twenty miles 
south of Greenville, in Washington County, 
showed some signs of weakness.

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AN HONEST POLICY. 


Assistant Postmaster-General Heath 
does well to announce at the beginning 
of his service as “headsman” of the Post- 
office Department, that charges of “of- 
fensive partisanship” will not be consid- 
ered unless the offense can be clearly 
proved to work an injury to the public 
service. | 

The consideration of such charges, as 
an incentive to candidates to force the re- 
moval of incumbents, demoralizes entire 
communities. It leads to falsehood, per- 
jury, scandal, tale bearing, eaves-drop- 
ping, spying and every form of unworthi- 
ness and littleness. The influence of 
such a policy is altogether evil. 

President Cleveland brought this evil 
into public life, and it is encouraging to 
know that it will go out with him. It 
degraded him and shamed his party dur- 
ing his figgt term. His employment of 
better methods during the first three 
years of his last term led to the hope 
that he had grown somewhat in the 
qualities of courage and candor. These

THEY STAND FOR THE TRUSTS. 

Speaker Reed and his party majority 
in the House of Representatives made a 
mistake in allowing any opportunity for 
amendment of the Dingley tariff bill. 
The opportunity granted was small, but 
while they were about it they could have 
excluded all amendments and doubtless 
they wish now they had taken that 
course. 

The first amendment proposed was that 
of Mr. Dockery instructing the President 
to suspend the operation of the law im- 
posing a duty on any article when the 
manufacture of that article is monopo- 
lized by any Trust or combine in re- 
straint of trade. 

The amendment was vigorously op- 
posed by the Republicans, one of whom, 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, contended that the 
adoption of such an amendment would 
defeat the purpose of the law. This was 
a candid admission, which Mr. Hepburn 
failed to explain. Hepburn’s contention 
that, with such a clause in the law, it 
would be possible for an aggregation of 
capital to force any article on the free 
list by cornering its supply and advanc- 
ing its price, was an admission that, un- 
der a prohibitory tariff, such a cornering 
would be possible. It is the restriction of 
the market which. makes the organiza- 
tion of Trusts possible, and Mr. Hepburn 
conceded that fact in the position he took 
against the Dockery amendment. If cor- 
nering is possible to force prices down 
it is possible to force them up, and ex- 
perience proves that corners always force 
prices up and never down. 

Yet the Hepburn argument, destruc- 
tive of itself and of its cause, was the 
best the Republicans offered. The Demo- 
crats had the best of the argument from 
the first to the last of the three hours’ 
debate. And the amendment served ad- 
mirably its intended purpose of bring- 
ing the Republicans out as open cham- 
pions and defenders of the Trusts. 

The chair finally ruled the amendment 
out of order, but it had done its work, 
and put the Republican party in a most 
indefensible position before the country. 


DEFINING A TRUST. 


There are other interesting points in 
the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court declaring illegal the Trans- 
missouri Traffic Association, besides 
those which the Post-Dispatch has al- 
ready pointed out. 

The action was brought against the 
Association under the terms of the Fed- 
eral anti-Trust law. The Court, in de- 
ciding the case, says: , 

While the statute prohibits all combina- 
tions in the form of trusts or otherwise, the 
limitation is not confined to that alone. All 
combinations which are in restraint of trade 
or commerce are prohibited, whether in the 
form of trusts or in any form whatever. 
We think, after a careful examination, that 
the act covers, and was intended to cover, 
common carriers by rail. 

A strong part of the decision is that 
in which the contention of the railroads 
that the Interstate Commerce law author- 
izes traffic agreement is disposed of. 
The fact that the Commission has been 
authorizing such agreements by passing 
upon the reasonableness of the rates does 
not give them legal sanction, and the 
Court is very strong and explicit in so 
holding. 

On the general principle of the applica- 
bility of the statute the Court declares 
strong anti-Trust doctrine. The Court 
says: 

Competition will itself bring charges down 
to what may be reasonable, while in the 
case of an agreement to keep prices up, com- 
petition is allowed no play; it is shut out 
and the rate is practically fixed by the com- 
panies themselves by virtue of the agree- 
ment so long as they abide by it. 

This is expressing, ih a few words, the 
whole of the argument against Trusts 
as “combinations in restraint of trade.” 
We do not think it could be more admir- 
ably stated. 


Ex-President Harrison says a way must 
be devised to place corporations under 
proper restraint and to bring to the tax 
roll the vast aggregate of untaxed per- 
sonal property. As Mr. Harrison is famil- 
iar with corporations and their ways,

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DR. BOYD PROMISES TO GIVE IT 
TO HIS CRITICS. 


WON’T RETREAT UNDER FIRE. 


President of the Civic Federation 
Charges That Walter Vrooman 
Has an Ulterior Motive. 


The followers of Lee Meriwether are 
@nxious for Dr. W. W. Boyd to resign from 
the Presidency of the Civic Federation. 

Dr. Boyd will not resign. 

The desire of the Meriwether faction 
found expression Friday night in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Sixth Ward Civic Club, 
a ward branch of the Civic Federation, de- 
mouncing the indorsement of Edwin Harrti- 
gon for the Mayoralty by the Central Coun- 
cll, and calling upon Dr.. Boyd to sever 
his connection with the organization. 

To this Dr. Boyd replies that he never re- 
treats under fire. 

Besides, Dr. Boyd has already resigned. 
His resignation has been in the hands of the 
Central Council over two months. It has 
mever been acted upon. 

The action of the Sixth Ward Club is char- 
acterized by Dr. Boyd as part of a scheme 


which recently developed in the Nineteenth 

ard Club. A circular was issued by the 
club calling a mass meeting of all Civic 
Clubs for March 390 at a place agreed upon 
but not specified. The purpose set forth 
is the revision of the laws of the Civic Fed- 
eration and the election of a new Central 
Council of 100. ° 

Walter Vrooman is engineerin the 
scheme, according to Dr. Boyd. In this con- 
mection certain facts indicate that Vrooman, 
the ex-Secretary of the Civic Federation, ts 
one of the active managers of Meriwether’s 
campaign, although sedulously kept in the 
background on account of the antagonism 
he has engendered in labor circles. 

A ntleman familiar with all that pre- 
ced the Butler-Meriwether deal, states 
that Vrooman is furnishing Meriwether with 
funds for his campaign. Asked where Vroo- 
man secured the money, this gentleman re- 

lied that when Vrooman returned from 

hiladelphia with his bride, he brought with 
an a note for $9,000, which he discounted at 
Merchants’-Laclede National Bank. This 
note was signed by the Philadetphia firm, 
of which Vrooman’s father-in-iaw, until his 
death, was the principal member. The note 
is payable in June 
rooman, it is 
p! ge from Meriwether, that when the lat- 
ter is defeated for the mayoralty, he will 
oin Vrooman in what the Post-Dispatch in- 
ormant terms a bureau of agitation. 

“If Meriwether should chance to be 

elected,”” added this gentleman, ‘“‘Vrooman 
to be the Warwick of the administration 
rooman antagonized so many persons, 
while Secretary of the Civic Federation, 
that his resignation was received without 
ret. He was responsible for the uproar 
in the Workingmen’'s Bryan Clubs, and his 
inflammatory utterances have killed him 
with the labor element as with other 
classes. Of course it would not do for him to 
be known as a prominent figure in the Meri- 
wether scheme. If you will go to Hotel 
Beers you will find him there with an as- 
sistant at work with a typewriter, grinding 
out these circulars and communications 
with which the town is flooded. 

“I know Vroonan is contributing largely 
to the expenses of the Meriwether cam- 
peign. Meriwether accordingly has to fall 
n with the many of Vrooman’s ideas. They 
are so radical that sober-minded men can- 
not indorse them. Vrooman is an agitator 
and is using this movement to further 
@ future scheme with which he is imbued.’”’

BOARD OF EDUCATION AND KIN- 
DERGARTEN BOOKS. 


INTRODUCTION OF PRIMERS. 


Nobody Will Bather the Resolution, 
but It Is Thought It Will 
Be Adopted. 


It is proposed to introduce reading in the 
kindergarten course in St. Louis. This will 
revolutionize the kindergarten system for 
the benefit of the proprietor of a certain 
text book. Those interested in the success 
of the kindergartens are opposing the prop- 
osition with energy. 

It is said the opposition is not proving ef- 
fectual. The present board is about to go 
out of existence under the Civic Federation 
law. Under the new law little opportunity 
will exist for the deals that have marked 
changes in text books. 

By some the proposition is regarded as an 
effort to make one last grab at the School 


Board treasury. . 
No one can be found who will father it. 


Director John P. Collins, who laid the mat- 


ter before the board, says he is not respon- 
sible. 

The matter was presented in the March 
meeting in the following resolution: 

Whereas, Froebel’s system of kinder- 
garten instruction is the foundatian stone 
to success in our primary system of edu- 
cation; and, 

Whereas, Werner’s primer combines 
Froebel’s best methods with that of the 
most advanced practical methods of our 

rogressive kindergarten directors and 
nstructors; and, 

Whereas, Werner’s primer has, during 
the past few months, been adopted for 
use in the Public Schools of Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, hicago, Minne- 
apolis, Milwaukee, as well as many other 
cities; therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the Werner primer 
be adopted for use in the last year’s 
grade of the kindergarten and the first 
year, or the first grade of the Public 
Schools under our charge. 

The resolution was presented by Director
